Waterways Bill 
Is Favored by 
House Group 


Alabama-Coosa and Au- 
gusta Projects Includ- 
ed in Program. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(#)— 
Passage of a billion-dollar rivers 
and harbors authorization bill, in- 
cluding five major projects in the 
south, was recommended today in 
a rivers and harbors. committee 
report filed in the house by Chair- 
man Mansfield, Democrat, Texas. 

The report urged approval be- 
cause “complete development of 
waterways constituted a definite 
and tangible asset.”” However, it 
emphasized that the bill is only 
an authorization measure and that 
'no appropriations, except for de- 
fense projects, are expected until 


the emergency is over. 

The bill would authorize 236

Recognizing that prompt resumption of ex- 
tensive world trade, after the war is over, will 
be vital if a fearful postwar depression is not 
to come, it is reported the government at Wash- 
ington is pressing Great Britain for agreement 
on certain stipulations as to world trade for 
the future. 

It might well be pointed out that not only 
avoidance of depression, but the future of the 
world, the possibility of lasting world peace, 
all depend upon the freedom of the seas to the 
commerce of all peaceful nations. 

London, it is stated, is somewhat impatient 
with Washington insistence upon the making 
of these plans now. The British viewpoint is 
that successful prosecution of the war demands 
all their effort, physical and mental, and they 
have no time, today, for discussion of a matter 
which may, after all, not be needful for years 
to come. 

Washington, on the other hand, argues there 
will be no time for long-drawn debate on world 
trade once the peace treaty is signed and that, 
unless workable and effective plans are ready 
for immediate operation, the world may well 
be tossed Into a replica of the commercial con- 
fusion and the world trade rivalries that con- 
tributed to this war: 

There is much to be said for the Washing- 
on view, but at the same time America should 
be reminded that her own high tariff policy, 
which barred so many American markets to the 
products of other countries, was largely, if not 
chiefly responsible for those difficulties of 
world trade and world finance that caused the 
confusion and despair out of which the war 
grew. ? 

It was chiefly because of the high tariff pol- 
icy placed upon this country by Republican 
administrations that nations of Europe were 
unable to liquidate their miscalled “war debts.”

It will probably be only after the war is done 
with that the full story of recent naval actions 
in the Atlantic, west of Iceland, can be told. 
For generally understood reasons, neither this 
country nor Britain makes any announcement 
as to enemy submarines captured or sunk.

Suffice 
to say the sinking of the Reuben James and 
the damage done the Kearny, United States 
destroyers, was a comparatively light price to 
pay for the success achieved. 

Add to this the records of launchings of 
new units for the United States Navy, in recent 
months. Within the past week a sister ship to 
the Kearny has slid down the ways and on 
Friday the third new dreadnaught for the year 
was launched at Newport News, when the 
Indiana was christened. 

The U.S. S. Indiana cost $70,000,000 to build. 
She is a 35,000-ton battleship, with a speed 
greater than 27 knots and carrying nine 16- 
inch guns, as well as latest type anti-aircraft 
batteries and other guns. 

The Indiana was launched six months ahead 
of schedule. Many another new naval ship has 
likewise gone into service far ahead of the 
anticipated date.

Following the familiar line of his fellow isolationists, he glibly 
talks of the evils of sending a large invading force to Europe as 
though congress had already declared war against the Axis and 
we were considering the next{steps to be taken. 

In his latest speech at Chieago the other night,-he argued that 
the United States, since it has not yet completed its own defenses, 
is “not in position to add the weight of expeditionary forces to this 
burden.” 

If Russia, with her 10,000,000 men, 20,000 tanks, 20,000 planes, 
“fighting on her own soil behind her own fortifications, with her 
transportation wholly over tand and on inside lines,” fis been 
unable to overcome the German army, Mr. Hoover strongly ques- 
tions the ability of the United States “to break this military stale- 
mate by adding our own military power to that of the British.” 


FALSE ISSUE The effect of what he says is to build up a 
straw man and then proceed to tear him down 
with fitting arguments. But the validity of his case is destroyed 
by raising a false issue. Certainly the statement cannot be chal- 
lenged that we are unprepared to send a huge army overseas when 
our own defenses have not been completed. In the first place, we 
haven't any huge army to send. We haven't one now and we haven't 
any plans for building one other than for defense purposes. 
But even if we had the necessary force already trained and

THANKSGIVING, OLD STYLE We celebrated Thanksgiv- 
ing last Thursday. There 
was some confusion, but somehow it seemed best and safer to take 
the day designated by Mr. Roosevelt. To take the day set by some- 
one else just because he didn’t like Mr. Roosevelt didn’t seem 
to make for a happy Thanksgiving. 

I went back to the founding fathers. They had celebrated 
Thanksgiving on all sorts of dates. Once they had a Thanksgiving 
in July and once in October. They chose the time when the crops 
were good. The custom of using the last Thursday in November 
seemed to me to be a Republican custom. As 1 read it from history, 
a delegation from a group of women's clubs worried the patient 
Mr. Lincoln about it until he set that date just to get rid of them. 

Also, last Thursday seemed to fit right in with the custom of 
the founding fathers, ‘They celebrated when the crops were good, 
The crops at our house were excellent. They were so excellent, 
in fact, that we put on a Georgia products Thanksgiving. 

There was only one “furriner” item on the menu and all its 
elements were from the soil of Georgia. Only the name was “furrin.” 

This was minestrone soup, an Italian invention, and the greatest 
of all vegetable soups. 

The soup reminded me of the late Wilbert Robinson, the old 
Baltimore Oriole, and a story he used to tell. This made the Thanks- 
giving all the better, remembering Mr. Robinson. 


THE MINESTRONE DERBY Uncle Robby liked to tell the 


story of the famous Minestrone 
Derby. 


This was run one warm summer’s afternoon in the gay nineties 
when Your Uncle Wilbert, gone now almost a half’ dozen years, 
God rest him, was a gay and gallant figure. He was always that. 
He was a gallant figure even when he was over 70 and- when his 
exact measurements were very close to those of one of the Good- 
year blimps. 

In those days he was the greatest catcher in baseball, a member 
of the famed Old Orioles at Baltimore. He was not long married to 
a young Irish colleen who had come to this country to visit an aunt 
and who had fallen in love with the then young Oriole. 

He and Ma Robinson had gone out to the race track at Pimlico, 
driving in a buggy with red wheels, with a spirited nag pulling 
them and the buggy. It was the best rig and horse the livery 
stable had. 

Your Uncle Wilbert had picked two winners that afternoon and 
had toasted them at the bar in several bumpers of good beer. In- 
deed, a few were made into puddler’s highballs. 

It was a Friday afternoon, Your Uncle Wilbert recalled, and 
on the way back to Baltimore the truck gardeners were driving in 
to the city with their wagons of fresh vegetables for the Saturday 
morning market. 

Your Uncle Wilbert was feeling gay and happy and he took 
occasion to taunt a vegetable wagon driver on the lank and bony 
condition of his horse. 

One word brought on another, as they say, and soon the Pimlico 
road was witness to a startling sight, the Minestrone Derby. The 
two drivers were racing. Ma Robinson used to say that Robby was 
standing up in the buggy whipping his horse and the vegetable man 
was standing up in his wagon whipping his nag. 

They went whirling down the Pimlico road, yelling and beating 
away with their whips. The other drivers gave way and they had 
a spirited race. Ma Robinson said she held on for her life. She 
said if she had had a gun she would have shot Robby. 

Vegetables were flying out of the rear of the careening vege- 
table wagon, so great was the speed. As they neared the finish, 
the vegetable man took an unfair advantage. He picked up three 
very ripe tomatoes and flung them toward the rear of his horse. 
He missed with the last one and it struck Robby’s horse between 
the ears. He won by a nose. 

Ma Robinson said this caused the vegetable man no little sorrow. 
so much so, indeed, that Wilbert Robinson bought all that remained 
in the wagon. He drove home and helped unload them. There were 
so many they took some down to the parish church for the priest 
to give to the poor. Ma Robinson made. Minestrone soup of what 
remained. ‘The Minestrone Derby became famous in the annals of 
3altimore. 

That was why the soup reminded me of Uncle Robby. I like

Eating meat killed with a bow and arrow had a sort of atavistic 
effect. One had the feeling the Indians were in ambush. Later on, 
when we put the car up, | was sure an Indian had jumped out at 
me from behind a shrub, but it was only the dog. 

Minestrone soup, which started the meal, had in it finely 
chopped onions, carrots, turnips, ripe tomatoes, green beans, green 
peas, potatoes, mushrooms, beef stock and pasta. (1 forgot about 
the pasta. It was made in Philadelphia. Everything else was from 
Georgia.) There is a ritual in the making, each vegetable being 
added at the proper time. 

On top of the hot soup, after it is put into a dish for the table, 
is grated some Italian cheese. This is not compulsory, but it is 
advised. 

It was a fine Thanksgiving. Next Thursday will be just Thurs- 
day, as far as-I am concerned.

Forcing girls to become cattle Is a crime against human nature. 
It violates a standard of decency that is age-old and universal. 
The most primitive tribes on earth have customs and taboos to 
safeguard the chastity of their young women. * Even cannibals kept 
their boys and girls in separate communal houses until they were 
ready for marriage. 

History has no record of the beginning of marriage, but at some 
remote period all races and tribes learned by experience that 
chastity and permanent matings under control of law are neces- 
sary for the good of the tribe and the good of the individual. It

It is to be hoped that there are few Georgians 
who will concur with Representative Blease’s 
proposal that the lash be returned to use in prison 
camps. At a time when public sentiment has 
become so strong in Georgia as to force an in- 
vestigation of unwholesome prison conditions, the 
idea of restoring the lash to standing as a means 
of punishing men is unthinkable. 

There is considerable evidence that the lives 
of prisoners are hardly tolerable under prevailing 
conditions and to do anything to make them 
worse is a reprehensible idea. 

The Brooks county solon is apparently laboring 
under the misapprehension that crime can be 
cured through brutality and that men tortured 
sufficiently will toe the line. It is possible that 
human beings, like animals, may be cowed unti! 
all spirit within them is broken, But that is not, 
or should not be, the object of our penal system. 
The average criminal is a mentally ill person and 
can be cured by understanding and study and not 
brutality. Beating and mistreating the individual! 
is no incentive to him to “go straight” when re- 
leased from prison. 

Perhaps if Representative Blease, and others 
who favor the lash, had ever known its satanic 
sting they would not be so heartily in favor of 
its return.

That this widespread nutritional 
deficiency is not diagnosed or ape 
parently even suspected as a die 
rect or contributing cause of the 
disabilities that bring patients to 
the public hospitals may seem 
highly significant to these shrewd 
publicity hounds but not to anye- 
one who is capable of thinking for 
himself.

There are a good many 
Georgia people who readily can roll back the years to No- 
vember 26, 1921, when a “crippled” Dartmouth team 
stunned the Red and Black, 7-0, in the only previous en- 
counter between Bulldog and Indian. 

A score of years has passed, but the score of the game is 
fresh in memory, far no one of that day has forgotten the 
pass thrown by Jifff Robertson, later coach of Oglethorpe 
University. Robertson was a forward-passing tackle, and 
on the day he beat Georgia he was supposed to be a fit 
subject for a long sojourn in a hospital. 

It seems that Dartmouth wasn’t first founded as 
a school for the education of Indians for nothing. A 
lot of the redman’s canny ways were retained in foot- 
ball. Both Robertson and Lynch, who scored the 
winning touchdown, were reported to be hurt—be- 
fore the game began. 

Gnly Georgia was injured afterwards. 

As far as Bulldog supporters were concerned, the late 
Daniel Boone was right. Contemporaries say it was Boone’s 
contention that no Indian was good until rigor mortis had 
set in. 

Immortal Fuzzy Woodruff covered the game for The 
Constitution. And here is his description of what hap- 
pened at Grant Field that day: 

“A& big man with black beetle brows, supposed to 
be cheating a hospital out of his patronage, threw a 
football 50 yards to a lithe, blond-looking young gen- 
tleman supposed to be similarly afflicted. 

“The lithe young gentleman caught the ball, en- 
folded it in his grasp, and dashed across five-yard 
lines until he had passed the last one. 

“His technique was anything but reminiscent of 
the infirmary and, when he had finished his run, he 
had finished the hopes for intersectional glory so 
fondly entertained by the great football machine of 
the University of Georgia. He had won for Dart- 
mouth, 7-0.” 


Continuing, Fuzzy declared, 
Most Spectacular “It was the most spectacular 


play ever seen on Grant Field, the scene of so much spec- 
tacular football: It came when the first half had but 30 
seconds of life. It came after Dartmouth had displayed 
an early ability to crash through Georgia’s line. It came 
after Georgia suddenly had braced and had developed a 
dashing drive of its own that had imperiled Dartmouth’s 
coal line and had raised the Georgians’ hopes to dizzy 
heights. 

“Jim Robertson, the Dartmouth captain, who had 
been reported so crippled that he could not run with 
the ball and had been placed in the line, dropped 
back into the backfield. Probably he would pass. 
That’s what he was back there for. 


“Georgia wasn't alarmed. Dartmouth had been able to 
cain ground through Georgia’s line, but its ends had been 
impregnable and the Red and Black had entirely nullified 
the Green’s overhead offense. 

“The ball was snapped. Twice it was passed before 
it reached Robertson. Twice Dartmouth runners had made 
feints at Georgia’s line. The Bulldog defense was scattered 
all over the field. 

“While all this passing had been going on, the 
blond and lithe Mr. Lynch had raced far down the 
short side of the field. He was a good 50 yards from 
the line of scrimmage when he turned his head to 
glance over his shoulder. The ball was flying straight 
toward him. Robertson had thrown with tremendous 
power, straight down the sideline. The trajectory 
was low and the direction perfect. Lynch took the 

. pass with all the ease of a Tris Speaker gathering in 
\e fiv ball and fairly flew to a touchdown. 

“Never was a Georgia man near him. Georgia hadn't 
been asleep. But 50-yard passes happened to be something 
undreamt of in the Georgian philosophy.”
